I like/ /the cover very much as soon as I saw it. 411 the few comments I've gotten 
are from thone who liked it, some very much. 

There was no sign announcing to mall traffic that I'd be there, none on the table 
with books on it when x got there, About a week earlier I’d g^6e to the nearby radio 
station during uy c rlytfmorning walking and there was a brief armouncemtfl before 5 a.m. 
tliat I’d be there • Hot many listening to AH radio that tL-ie of the morning around here. 

When I got to Waldens them was a small cluster of people around the table. They 
all knew of me and my work. They had all seen me on TV shows. They all wanted to talk 
and all but one bought a book and asked me to autograph it. In themidsts of this a

young couple ent red the store. The woman nrJoad: "got a book, paid for it and brought it 
back, tasking me to autograph it to her mother. /?y then all or <?lmo3t all the others had 
left. She had noticed my n me of the book and remembered me from TV shows. Of those who

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hours not :i single person stopped to talk to ae or to pick a book up. I have no way of 
evaluating the norma J traffic in tliat store but it seemed to me not to be bad. 

fis I noted th ? lack of interest I thought about it and watched the people glancing 
more. I believe all they noticed wa3 the JFK likeness. I have no way of knowing whether 
they rend the title. But I formed the impression that it was the JFK likeness that caught 
their eye and tliat it did no more than tliat. 

x o tho degree tliat valid opinions can be based on this one experience 1 believe that 
what i3 important on a cover is not JFK but the assassination. I triink his likeness did 
nothing for the book, and tliat surprised me very much, x t is opposite what my mail reflects. 
But my mail is not a cross-section of society, ^t is from those who are intereeted only. 

This experience led me to believe tliat something like the subtitle on my dikift will 
bo important for the cover anil tliat it should be prominent, telling at a glance tliat it 
is an assassination book. It also suggests tliat for mere glimpses the attractiveness of 
the cover may not be the most important quality for a cover on this subject at least. 
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
